SIR, 


Uffer this, which fhould be the fhort Introduction to a long 
\ Letter, to refemble the long Preface of a fhort Book. Since 
Time out of Mind, the generality of Authors, from the Vo- 
luminous Writer to the Three-penny Pamphleteer, have 
thought fit to publifh at the head of their Works fome ufelefs Pages 
by way of Preface or Introduction, I their humble Imitator ought 
not to be guilty of Innovations. Prefaces are Prologues in Profe, 
and ferve either, like thofe of our Plays, to huff the Critics,or, what's 
as much to the purpofe, to wheadle them into a liking of our Per- 
formance. For when we have rais’d feveral fham Objections againft 
our Work, and as eafily remov'd them, we, forfooth, think that like 
Judges in our own Caufe, we have fairly ery'd and brought off our 
Book Not guilty; asifno mortal Critic durft bring in an appeal, bur 
every one muft believe our Work to be faultlefs, becaufe with the 
help of reafons (good or bad) we are refolv’d to have it thought 
luch. Afterall, long Prefaces are,not feldom,beneficial to many of us, 
whofe fcanty Pieces muft be each’d out, and ftretch’d to a length 
that may anfwer the Maker’s and Retailers End. For how many 
2 Folio muft have dwindled to a Quarto, without the relief of a 
long-winded Preface 2? Now fome of us Book-wrights perhaps not 
unjultly meafure the greatnefs of our Fame by that of our Volums: 
Thus your Quarto Author takes his Place in the Second Tire, and 
looks down as contemprtively on all your Ogtavo’s and Decimo- 
lexto's, as a Fat Dean on a poor /ime Cure. And 'tis indeed a greater 
‘ppinels to fome to have their Books thus plac’d among thofé of 
the Second Magnitude, than-if they were Firft-Rate Auchors i a 
G els 
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JefS Volum: For as moft Libraries have more Spectators 
ders, the larger Books being more obfervable 
grearer number than the fmalter. 

No fach Ambitious Motive occafions my Prolixity ; even thea 
rances which you give me that the continuation of my Colledtinn, 
is not indifferent to the Ingenious, cannot make me proud re 
back'd with many iacouraging Letters. I know too well that ths 
Journal owes its happinefs to thofe rare Compofares which are fron 
time to time given me ; Yet Tam oblig’d to mention its fuccef, tha 
thofe who generoufly fent them may know how kindly they were 
entertaind. 

As for fome of thofe which have not been inferted yet, their Av. 
thors ought not to think themfelves forgotten. I would not dif}. 
lige any perfon that ftrives to forward my Defign ; but I muft take 
care alfo not to difpleafe a greater Number, and bring my Collett. 
ons into difefteem by publifhing what might be unworthy the Per. 
ufal of the Ingenious. So many defire that I would write to them, 
that did I comply with their demands, I could not find time to 
write to you. For my Difcharge I formerly usd, tho with fom: 
reluctancy, to confule fome friend’s Judgment about thofe Pieces in 
which fomething feem’‘d proper,and I accordingly printed or omited 
them. But I dare nor trefpafs any longer on the patience of my 
Friends, too well knowing that to be oblig’d to read a great Numbe 
of other Men’s indifferent Verfes is an intolerable Pain. 

As I have had too many things of the fame kind fent me, I hav 
alfo received not a few which have been very finely done before: 
Some alfo were too long. The fame Verfes have been fent me bi 
different perfons, each pretending a Father's right: Some few | 
knew to be already in Print. Our Grumblers have fent me fore 
of their Malice ; but tho’ it came generally either hid in — 
muffled up in Fables or other Difguifes, Heaven be prais’d it was 
ways as eafy tobe read through as their Politics. on 

Some would have all Grave things, fome all Love and Gal swt 
others all Poetry, and I might perhaps more €afily fatisfy ¢ Ay 
ter than the reft. Bur itis fit to infer fome things which mu

Of FRIENDSHIP. 


HE Jufteft Idea that can be had of Friendhip, is, that i: j 
an entire conformity of Sentiments joyn’d toa mutual Bene. 
volence. 

Merit and Reafon give it Birth : The Efteem which we have fo; 
our Friend, and that Truft which werepofé in him keep it alive ; 
And becaufe it is Noble, and effentially requires Generofity anj 
Honefty, it is and hath always been very fcarce. 

The Advantages which arife from Friendfhip are the honours. 
ble, the ufefull, and the pleafing Good. For there can be nothing 
more honourable than to love a Man for his own fake, withour 
expecting any advantageous return ; Nothing more ufefull thana 
faithfull Friend who never flatters us ; Nothing more delightful 
than the converfation of a real Friend, and truely its Endear- 
ments and Pleafures are more eafily fele than expretft. 

The fundamental Law of Friendfhip is, that it can only fubiit 
among Virtuous perfons. . 

Its firft Duty is to keep exactly Promifes, and inviolably all &. 
crets. 

Flattery is a great Defect in Friendfhip, and fhows the want of 
Sincerity of the perfon that ufes it, and his il] opinion of the perion 
whom he flatters. “) 

Honefty, Virtue, Fidelity, are the moft effential Qualities of 
a Friend, who, befides, muft be a Man of Judgment, render: 
hearted, endow’d with an even temper, and as ready to proclaim 
= favours which he receives, as to forget thofe which he con- 

errs. 

With fuch a Friend a very Defert would lofe its horror, and on 
ly feem a pleafing retirement. How great muft then be the hap- 
pinefs of rwo Friends who, free from the hurry of Towns, and - 
hatefull clog of Bufinefs, enjoy the f{weets of a well-grounde 
Friendfhip in a delicious Solitude! The Gentleman who made

Of FASTING. 


B ine Fait, is to abftain from Nourifhment either in quantity or 
quality. I need not tell you that there ought to be a Spiri- 
tual Faft, which confifts in-abftaining from Sin: There are feveral 
other Sorts of Fafting ; one of which, more intollerable than all the 
reft is, when we muft faft through Want ; but againft this fome of 
the Ancient Poets, who wifh’d it hurl’d into the Deep, and dafh’d 
again{t the Rocks, have fufficiently inveigh’d, tho’ not fo much, I 
think, or with fo much caufe as many of the Modern, The fear 
ol it has, without doubr, kept many from courting the poor ard 
cs,

tell you that Fafting is both utefull and meritorious, and Making jt 
a Part of his Religion, can treat of it moft profoundly at home 
tho’ he practifes it as little as a Glutton at another ‘man’s Table. 

Fafts or Abftinences from fome forts of Food are injoyn’d, and 
moft ftriftly obferv'd in feveral’‘Countries. Being very neceflary to 
prevent the extirpation of fome forts of Animals ; principally about 
the beginning of Spring, at ‘which time Birds prepare to fit or 
brood, and Beafts to bring forth their Young ; the Fleth of Animals 
being alfo then lefs wholfome. 

There is a Fafting for Health's fake, prefertbed by Phyfitians to 
thofe that are too fat, and fill’d with if] humours through bad Di. 
geftion ; and, when moderate, it doubtlefs contributes as much to 
preferve health as'to reftore it when loft ; Since Intemperance, the 
Phyfitian’s Nurfe, may ‘be faid to deftroy ‘gteater numbers than 
the Sword. ' 

Moral Abftinence is a Virtue which makes us-obferve:n our cat: 
ing and drinking a meafure anfwerable to Nature and Reafon, to 
conquer the fenfial Appetite, and‘ enéreafe the vigour and quick- 


me, 


thefsof the Mind, which is blunted by too much ‘food. 


Bur, ofl Fafting, the Religions is doubtless ‘the moft’exceliem, 
fince appeafing earthly Defire, to raifé the Mind to the Contempls- 
tion of Spiritual things, ir purges the Soul, and makes the f{tub- 
bora Will truckle to the Dictates of the Underftanding. Yet there 
can hardly be any certain rule for the obfervation of this Ab- 
ftinence from bodily fuftenance; no more than we can prefcribe 
any for eating or drinking more or lefs; fince the Nature of shee 
fome of which are more Nourifhing than ‘others, ‘the difference © 


Bodies, Seafons, Cuftoms, Exercifes, and-6ther Circumftances, ought 


to be confider'd in it. But the fenfation of Suction which isi Jate 
Stomach, like a Clock, gives notice to every one how to ie 
fuch an Abftinence : For we oughr to take care not to make 


perance a Murther ; fince Fafts ought indeed to humble, but 
deftroy the Body. 


Hiftory 
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Hiftory is full of Examples of Men who have abftain’d from Ear” 
ing during a long fpace of Time, snot to ipsak of Mofes and Eliak’s 
> days Fafts. ‘emperance was fo much pris'd for fometime a- 
ome the Perfians and Lacedemonians, that to {pit or wipe the Nofe 
was efteem’d a fhamefull att, as being a fign of having taken more 
food than Nature could well digeft. The Gyrmmofophits, Adagi, and 
Brachmanes were ftrict obfervers of this Sobriety, and Plato won- 
der'd how the Sicilians could gorge themfelves twice a day. The 
Effeans, a Set among the Fews, abftain’d from Wine and Fleth of 
all forts. Pythagoras abhorr'd Beans as much as he lovd Figgs, 
the firft, its thought, becaufe they are faid to encreafe libidinous 
Defire. All thofe of his Sect touch’d no Fifth, for. the fake of that 
everlafting Silence which they admir’d in them, and would de- 
ftroy no Animals, becaufe they refembléd Man: Which feems to 
have been obferv’d before the Deluge. But fuch an Abftinence is 
much more difficule to Men us‘d to our way of living, than when 
Akorns were our Forefathers only food ; when the Athenians liv'd 
on Figgs, the Argives and Tyrinthians on Pears, the Medes on Al- 
monds, the Erhiapians on Grathoppens and fruits of Reeds, the Ba- 
bylonians on Dates, and thafe who gor he, Names of Ichthyophags 
on Fith; which being dryed and grinded finall, ferves inftead of 
Bread to fome Nations, to vhis day. 
_ Thus formerly. Men did cat only to keep themfelves alive, not 
— many in our luxurious Age, who only live to eat voluptu- 
oufly. 
_ Twill not offer to give here the Reafons for which Lent is in- 
joynd to be kept, that feems more the Task of a Polititian or a 
Divine ; neither need I give you an account of the Abftinences of 
the Monks and Clergy of the Roman Church: Their Vow of Celi- 
bacy requires them, and even a Million of daily Examples fhow 
that they are not fo effe€tual to humble their Appetites as that con- 
nual Humiliation, Matrimony ; a Mortification which they dread 
too much to fubject themfelves to it.
